The  regulations  for  the  visitation  and  management  of  the 
patients  have  been  carefully  attended  to,  and  the  Committee  of 
Visitors  have  to  express  their  entire  satisfaction  with  the  state 
and  condition  of  the  Asylum  under  the  management  of  the 
superintendent,  W.  Phillimobe  Stiff,  M.B.,  and  the  other 
officers. 

In  May  last  the  Asylum  was  full  on  the  women’s  side, 
and  therefore,  in  order  to  prepare  for  further  admissions,  the 
upper  gallery  on  the  men’s  side  was  divided  by  a  brick  wall, 
thus  subtracting  16  beds  for  the  use  of  the  females  from  the 
male  side. 

An  application  will  no  doubt  be  made  this  spring  for  a  grant 
to  enlarge  the  Asylum  so  as  to  provide  50  additional  beds  for 
the  females,  but  when  these  are  filled  it  will  be  a  difficult  matter 
to  provide  any  additional  accommodation ;  it  therefore  becomes 
a  subject  for  serious  consideration,  whether  it  would  not  be  better 
to  remove  the  Asylum  to  a  more  eligible  situation. 
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From  the  annual  increase  in  the  number  of  patients  this 
step  will  soon  be  a  case  of  necessity. 

The  open  arches  of  the  detached  buildings  in  the  airing 
courts  have  been  enclosed,  and  converted  into  spacious  and  airy 
sitting  rooms. 

Open  fire  places  have  been  set  up  in  the  galleries,  the  old 
unsightly  steam  pipes  being  removed,  thus  affording  a  very  sen¬ 
sible  improvement  in  the  ventilation  of  the  galleries.  Whenever 
an  opportunity  offers  the  stone  floors  are  exchanged  for  boarded 
floors. 

The  land  in  Walker  Street  requires  fencing. 

The  Asylum  is  in  a  fair  state  of  repair.

ANNUAL  REPORT 


OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT. 


Mr.  Chairman,  my  Lord,  and  Gentlemen, 

A  summary  of  the  various  changes  which  have  taken 
place  in  the  numbers  of  the  Patients  resident  in  the  Asylum 
during  the  year  1865  is  given  in  the  following  table : —

The  admissions,  109,  are  20  in  excess  of  the  previous  year, 
the  females  predominating.  A  certain  amount  of  this  increase 
is  probably  coincident  with  that  of  the  general  population  of  the  • 
county,  and  the  remainder  may  be  accounted  for  by  other  circum¬ 
stances.  In  the  first  place,  persons  formerly  considered  proper  to  i 
be  confined  were  comprised  imder  the  heads  of  Lunatics,  insane, 
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or  dangerous  Idiots ;  names  of  narrower  and  more  definite  sig¬ 
nification  in  practice  than  that  of  unsoundness  of  mind,  substituted 
in  recent  Acts  of  Parliament.  Persons  suffering  from  acute  and 
chronic  diseases  of  the  brain,  the  delirium  of  drunkenness  and 
of  typhus  fever,  the  aged  becoming  childish  and  troublesome, 
imbecile  children,  and  even  those  labouring  under  delirium  in 
their  last  illness,  are  occasionally  certified  as  proper  cases  to  be 
taken  care  of  in  the  Asylum.  The  apparent  undue  increase  of 
insanity  of  late  years  may  therefore  in  part  be  ascribed  to  an 
extension  of  the  term  defining  it,  rather  than  to  any  spread  of 
the  malady  itself. 

In  addition  to  this,  the  operation  of  the  Acts  of  Parliament 
regulating  the  admission  of  Lunatic  Prisoners  for  debt,  and  for 
making  further  provision  for  the  confinement  and  maintenance  of 
insane  Prisoners,  has  furnished  a  few  cases  belonging  to  these 
classes. 

Attached  to  several  of  the  Notts.  Unions  are  parishes 
situate  in  the  counties  of  Derby,  York,  Leicester,  and  Lincoln. 
Some  inconvenience  has  arisen  in  consequence  of  patients  being 
brought  to  this  Asylum  from  these  parishes  through  the  work- 
house  common  to  two  counties.  As  these  places  contribute  to 
their  own  county  rates,  and  not  to  those  of  Nottinghamshire, 
they  have  no  claim  to  the  benefits  of  this  Institution,  and  steps 
have  been  taken  to  prevent  a  recurrence  of  the  practice. 

The  number  of  beds  vacant  for  female  lunatics  on  the  1st 
of  January  was  13,  and  at  present  9  only  are  left  unoccupied. 
It  is  highly  probable  that  before  any  enlargement  of  the  Asylum 
can  be  effected,  these  also  will  be  filled  up. 

I  have  suggested  to  the  Chairman  a  plan  by  which  50  beds, 
together  with  day  space,  may  be  obtained  at  a  moderate  outlay, 
without  encroaching  on  the  cultivated  grounds  or  destroying  any 
existing  accommodation. 
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The  water,  gas  supply,  and  drainage  required  are  already  in 
operation  on  the  proposed  site. 

The  re-admissions  were  17, — 8  males  and  9  females. 

The  daily  average  of  insane  persons  resident  in  the  Asylum 
was  335.  Forty-four  only  are  deemed  curable,  viz.,  20  males 
and  24  females. 

The  recoveries  amounted  to  42,  or  38.5  per  cent,  on  the 
admissions.  This  exceeds  the  rate  of  1  in  3  compiled  from 
various  sources  by  Esquirol. 

The  deaths  were  41,  or  9.55  on  the  total  number  under 
treatment,  and  12.22  on  the  daily  average. 

There  are  only  two  causes  of  death  requiring  special  remark. 
During  the  absence  of  the  Superintendent  on  leave  in  the  sum¬ 
mer,  a  man  escaped,  ran  direct  to  the  Trent,  and  drowned  himself. 
The  Chairman  of  the  Visitors,  the  Coroner,  the  Commissioners 
in  Lunacy,  and  the  friends,  all  made  a  searching  inquiry  into 
the  circumstances  of  this  untoward  event,  but  no  blame  could  be 
attributed  to  any  individual  having  charge  of  him.  This  is  the 
first  fatal  accident  that  has  occurred  since  1859.* 

In  September  a  man  was  brought  to  the  Asylum  suffering 
from  virulent  typhus  fever.  He  recovered  in  a  few  weeks.  It  is 
not  desirable  to  multiply  foci  of  contagion  in  this  manner,  and 
the  Act  of  Parliament  contains  a  clause  providing  for  the  exclu¬ 
sion  of  persons  afflicted  with  infectious  disorders.  A  difficulty, 
however,  frequently  presents  itself  in  carrying  out  the  enactment

owing  to  the  nature  of  the  disease  being  made  a  matter  of  dispute. 
A  few  weeks  after  the  occurence  of  this  case  a  woman  sickened 
and  died  of  the  same  disease.  It  might  be  supposed  that  the 
one  was  the  occasion  of  the  other,  but  this  is  a  point  admitting 
of  great  doubt,  a^ffever  was  prevalent  in  the  parish,  and  of  the 
three  women  attacked  about  this  time,  one  had  decided  typhoid 
symptoms  when  received  into  the  Asylum. 

Another  woman  was  discharged  having  had  no  symptoms  of 
insanity  during  her  stay ;  these  appeared  to  have  subsided  after 
the  order  was  granted.  The  only  eccentricity  observed  on  her 
part,  was  a  reluctance  to  leave  the  institution  when  liberated. 

The  Commissioners  of  Lunacy  in  their  report  have  referred 
to  the  various  alterations  and  improvements  effected. 


In  conclusion  I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  various 
attendants  and  nurses  have  been,  in  general,  decorous  in  be¬ 
haviour,  and  indulgent  in  their  treatment  of  the  patients.  I  am 
glad  to  find  this  opinion  confirmed  by  the  report  of  the 
Nottingham  Board  of  Guardians. 


Continued  experience  still  further  tends  to  convince  me  that 
all  coercive  or  punitive  measures  in  the  management  of  the 
insane  are  futile,  and  should  give  place  on  all  occasions  to  a 
system  of  forbearance  and  compassion.

REPORT 


OF  THE 

COMMISSIONERS  IN  LUNACY. 


Notts.  County  and  Bqeough  Asylum, 

Thursday,  10th  August,  I860. 

There  are  to-day  in  this  Asylum  339  patients — 164 
males,  and  175  females;  the  proportion  of  the  latter  admitted 
since  the  last  visit  being  somewhat  in  excess  of  the  male 
admissions.  All  these  patients  we  have  seen  at  our  visit. 

With  a  few  exceptions  on  the  male  side,  they  were  free  from 
excitement ;  and  on  the  whole  we  have  to  report  favourably  of 
their  condition.  Some  improvement  is  desirable,  however,  in  the 
clothing  of  the  women ;  and  a  variety  in  the  material  supplied 
would  have  a  good  effect.  It  struck  us  also  that  in  this  division 
several  were  in  bed  who  by  a  little  more  trouble  and  pains  might 
have  been  induced  to  rise  and  dress  themselves ;  a  circumstance 
which,  as  we  passed  through  the  wards,  we  were  led  to  attribute 
rather  to  an  insufficiency  in  the  number  of  the  nurses,  than  to 
any  inefficiency  of  service ;  and  though  since  the  last  visit,  an 
additional  attendant  has  been  introduced  into  each  division,  we 
think  that  further  additions  might  be  made  with  advantage. 
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The  admissions  since  the  last  visit  have  been  80,  the  dis¬ 
charges  35,  and  the  deaths  31 ;  the  first  head  consisting  of  37 
males  and  43  females,  the  second  of  20  males  and  15  females, 
and  the  third  of  20  males  and  11  females.  Of  those  discharged 
27  were  recovered ;  of  the  remaining  eight,  one  being  a  criminal 
patient  of  the  most  harmless  description,  whose  original  offence 
had  not  been  very  grave,  and  who  had  lived  22  years  in  this  and 
the  Leicester  Asylum,  but  who  has  now  been  removed  to  Broad¬ 
moor.  With  the  exception  of  a  suicide  from  drowning  in  the 
Trent,  of  which  the  circumstances  have  been  before  our  Board,  and 
into  which  we  made  further  enquiry  to-day,  all  the  deaths  were 
from  natural  causes ;  and  no  inquest  was  held  except  in  the  case 
mentioned.  The  numbers  of  feeble,  old,  helpless,  and  epileptic 
:  are  considerable  ;  but  the  night  watch  keeps  down  the  number  of 
wet  and  dirty  beds,  which  last  night  were  seven  on  the  female 
side  and  ten  on  the  male.  The  seclusion  is  limited  to  a  very  few 
patients,  and  is  not  frequent.  As  under  medical  treatment,  or 
taking  medicine  for  bodily  disorders,  14  men  and  20  women  are 
registered ;  but  the  health  of  the  Asylum  otherwise  is  satisfactory. 
The  dinner  to-day  consisted  of  Irish  stew,  which  was  of  excellent 
quality ;  and  we  were  pleased  to  see  the  liberality  with  which 
extras  of  diet  are  afforded  in  every  case  requiring  such  indulgence. 

The  new  female  building  has  not  been  proceeded  with  as 
suggested  at  the  last  visit ;  the  immediate  necessity  having  been 
deferred  by  partitioning  off  from  the  male  accommodation  an 
upper  gallery,  and  appropriating  it  to  women,  by  throwing  it 
into  the  corresponding  female  gallery.  Sixteen  additional 
female  beds  have  been  thus  provided,  and  at  the  same  time, 
some  of  the  vacant  male  accommodation  in  the  new  building 
(at  M.  5)  has  been  brought  into  use.  A  change  in  the  ground- 
floor  of  the  latter  building  is  also  in  progress,  which,  by  enclosing 
the  groined  arches,  and  boarding  the  present  paved  floors,  will 
give  the  inmates  the  advantage  of  a  light  and  cheerful  dining¬ 
room,  which  already,  since  the  last  visit,  has  by  similar  means 
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been  provided  at  the  corresponding  detached  building  for 
women. 

Among  other  changes  in  this  interval  having  reference  to 
matters  then  the  subject  of  remark,  we  observe  with  satisfaction 
that  handrails  have  been  fixed  to  all  the  staircases ;  that  one  of  the 
passages  in  the  old  female  building,  then  in  a  very  objectionable 
state,  has  been  fitted  up  as  a  new  lavatory  and  bath-room ;  that 
one  of  the  old  male  airing  courts  has  been  new  turfed  and 
planted,  and  additional  seats  placed  in  others ;  that  the  kitchen 
garden  is  now  regularly  thrown  open  to  the  women,  and  that 
one  or  two  of  the  female  dining-rooms  have  been  fresh  painted. 
Some  painting  has  also  been  elsewhere  in  progress,  but  to  nothing 
like  the  extent  required.  The  advantage  to  the  inmates  would 
be  very  great,  if  the  new  as  well  as  the  old  buildings  were  made 
more  cheerful  by  the  introduction  of  a  cheap  paper  occasionally 
and  some  pleasing  colour  on  the  walls,  in  relief  of  the  present 
prevailing  whitewash. 

In  bathing,  the  water  is  now  changed  for  every  patient ;  and 
in  connection  with  this  praiseworthy  arrangement,  we  have  to 
suggest  the  desirability  of  fixing  printed  regulations  for  the 
guidance-  of  the  attendants  and  nurses  in  all  the  bath-rooms. 
We  recommend  also  that  the  men’s  body  linen  be  in  the  future 
changed  twice,  instead  of  once  a  week. 

Employment,  religions  worship,  and  out-door  recreation 
or  exercise  continues  to  have  the  same  attention  as  formerly ; 
about  85  of  the  men  and  89  of  the  women  taking  part  in 
regular  occupation.  This,  which  leaves  nearly  the  same  number 
with  no  employment  whatever,  is  not  satisfactory ;  and  every 
effort  should  be  made  to  increase  those  who  in  the  one  division 
work  with  their  needle,  and  in  the  other  do  any  kind  of  out-door 
work.  About  the  same  number  attend  chapel,  and  share  in  the 
regular  exercise  or  amusements. 
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We  regret  that  we  are  unable  to  report  any  further  substi¬ 
tutions  of  boarded  for  plaster  floors  in  the  old  Asylum ;  but  it  is 
satisfactory  to  find  from  the  last  report  to  the  Court  of  Quarter 
Sessions,  recently  issued,  that  this  important  subject  is  under 
present  consideration  by  the  Committee. 

We  have  to  add  that  this  visit  has  strengthened  our  former 
favourable  impression,  of  the  zeal  for  the  interests  of  the  institu¬ 
tion,  and  the  welfare  of  its  inmates,  displayed  by  its  medical 
superintendent.
